GW ECONOMIST SAYS SOVIET UNION MUST EXPORT ITS WAY OUT OF ITS 
ECONOMIC CRISIS 

"The Soviet Union must export its way out of its economic 
crisis and Most Favored Nation (MFN) status is a necessary 
condition for this to happen," says Joseph Pelzman, professor of 
economics at The George Washington University. An expert in 
U.S.-Soviet and East European trade policy, Pelzman recently 
joined several other economists in preparing a report for the 
Senate Finance Committee regarding granting Most Favored Nation 
status to the Soviet Union. 

According to Pelzman, the impact of Most Favored Nation 
status on the Soviet Union would be long-term because the Soviet 
Union lacks the supplies needed to enter the Western market in a 
meaningful way. Republics that could benefit immediately are the 
Baltic states which now have fish products, textiles and apparel 
to trade. Granting the MFN status to the Soviet Union might, in 
turn, reduce tensions between Gorbechev and these republics, 
Pelzman says. 

"MFN status is as much politics as economics," says Pelzman. 
However, he believes the trade status may still be negotiable in

the current summit talks — perhaps as a bargaining chip in 
discussions about German reunification. 

Regarding the Soviet economy, the economist contends that 
several conditions must be met in order for the beleagered 
country to improve its economy: Western firms must take 
investment risks in the Soviet Union; Western governments then 
need to guarantee these risks — the German government ensures 
investments for private industry but the U.S. does not. He adds 
the Soviets need access to hard currency on a worldwide basis. 

And finally, "Gorbachev must find products to export, and then 
export them." 

Pelzman says the options for Gorbachev to eliminate the 
"sheer chaos" and make substantial economic reforms internally 
are few. However, he suggests that rather than repricing current 
products at a higher level — a highly unpopular decision — 
Gorbachev should introduce new, higher priced products into the 
Soviet market. Another option, although equally unpopular, is to 
allow unemployment to increase. 

Pelzman's scholarly research in the areas of U.S.-Soviet 
trade policy, Middle East trade, and East European and Soviet 
economics. A prolific writer, his articles have appeared in 
publications such as "Applied Economics," "The International 
Economy," and "Economic Development and Cultural Change" and 
"Business and Economic Review." He earned the B.S. and Ph.D. 
degrees in economics from Boston College.

SOCIALIZED MEDICINE — A POTENTIAL CURE 
FOR NATION'S HEALTH CARE DILEMMA 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Replacing employer-sponsored health 
insurance with an individual-based system is a fair and 
efficient method of providing health insurance financing and care 
for all Americans, contends Warren Greenberg, professor of health 
services administration at The George Washington University. 

According to Greenberg, more than 80 percent of all 
Americans in the private sector receive their health insurance 
from employers. Some 37 million, he says, remain uninsured. 

Greenberg, an international consultant and a former Federal 
Trade Commission health care economist, advocates developing an 
individual-based, health insurance system similar to that 
recently employed by Holland's government. He was invited to 
Holland by government officials to examine this new health care 
approach. 

"The Dutch were very displeased with their employer-based 
health insurance system," he says. "Under the new proposal, each 
individual selects a health plan from competing insurance 
organizations during an open enrollment period." 

The government guarantees that insurance organizations will

offer basic, minimum benefit packages to everyone. Individuals 
then pay a basic premium, based on income, into a central fund. 

An additional premium is paid to an optional plan of choice to 
cover such services as outpatient prescriptions drugs or physical 
therapy, Greenberg notes. Unemployed individuals receive basic 
services free of charge. 

As a result, "Holland's health insurers are forced to 
compete by controlling costs, not by avoiding high-risk 
individuals," Greenberg says. Cost containment is achieved by 
competition among health insurance organizations as well as by 
setting limits on the use of expensive technology. 

Greenberg contends that as U.S. health costs escalate, many 
employers fear that costly health insurance benefits will 
ultimately reduce their competitiveness in the U.S. and abroad. 

"Insuring one individual can cost an employer more than 
$3,000," he says. "This has forced many small employers to re¬ 
think plans of offering health insurance to workers." 

In addition, Greenberg says, some employers who wish to 
offer employees health insurance face discrimination from 
insurers who refuse to cover people in possible high risk 
groups. 

Greenberg concludes that unless changes are made "the cost 
of providing health care in America will continue to grow as 
competition among insuring firms intensifies." Yet, "our 
nation's employer-based health insurance system is rapidly 
becoming more costly and increasingly inadequate in delivering 
the services people deserve."

NEW BOOK EXAMINES SAUDI ARABIAN ECONOMY TO DETERMINE 
DIRECTION OF FUTURE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 

The economic expansion of Saudi Arabia from 1970 to 1985 is 
examined in a new book, "Saudi Arabia's Economy: Oil and the 
Search for Economic Development" (JAI Press, 1990), by Hossein 
Askari, professor of international business at The George 
Washington University. 

A former advisor to Saudi Arabia's Minister of Finance and 
senior advisor to the Petroleum Finance Corp, Askari reviews 
economic and social changes that occurred during the country's 
three economic development phases which spanned the fifteen-year 
period. Askari's research helps determines what changes are 
necessary as Saudi Arabia enters a new phase in its economy.

GW Breaks Ground for Loudoun County Campus in University Center 

The George Washington University held its official 
groundbreaking ceremony for the first building of its new Northern 
Virginia Campus and research center at 3 p.m. June 22 at 
University Center, Route 7 and Route 28, Loudoun County. 

Speakers for the ceremony included:

When completed in 1991, the 70,000-square-foot George 
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Washington University building will include an 1,800-square-foot 
auditorium, a library, and research laboratories, with 40 percent 
of the building devoted to classrooms. 

University Center, the new 576-acre, 7-million square foot, 
mixed-use community is being developed in Loudoun County by The 
Charles E. Smith Companies. The Arlington County-based 
development, construction and property management company gave GW 
50 acres on the site at the intersection of Route 7 and Route 28, 
approximately five miles north of Washington Dulles International 
Airport. 

University Center will include 50 acres for The George 
Washington University with the option to purchase an additional 79 
acres for future use; 321 acres for research and development, 
office and retail; and 52 acres for residential. More than 123 
acres for open space and recreation will be preserved on the site. 

Actual classes will begin at University Center in September 
utilizing the first Charles E. Smith Companies building, Research 
Place I, now under construction. The first University building, 
focal point of the June 22 event, is scheduled for completion in 
time for fall, 1991, classes. 

Classes held in The Smith Companies building will be moved to 
the University's building as soon as it is complete. 

The first classes will include offerings from GW's: 

School of Education and Human Resources — a doctoral 
program in Human Resource Development; 
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School of Government and Business Administration — a 

professional development program with a series of short 
courses; 

School of Engineering and Applied Science — a speaker series, 
panel discussions and a program of conferences; and 

Division of Continuing Education — a certificate program 
for Information Systems Specialists plus courses from 
Management and Publications Specialist certificate 
programs. 

As the University Center project progresses, more courses 
will be added to support the theme of the project: a partnership 
between academia, represented by The George Washington University, 
and private industry, represented by high technology companies 
interested in sharing resources with a major university. 

The University's Northern Virginia Campus planning task force 
has recommended research programs for University Center in the 
fields of: 

Computer science and applications — Very Large Scale 

Integrated Circuits (VLSI) design, computer graphics, 
educational software, parallel processing, user- 
computer interface, software engineering, computer- 
aided design, image processing, artificial intelligence 
and computational fluid dynamics; 

Electromagnetics and communications — remote sensing, 

antennas, digital codin, and signal processing, secure 
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communications, data compression, computer 
communications networks and cellular communications; and 

Operations research — developing quality control techniques 
to make American industry more competitive in the 
global market. 

Other possible fields include robotics, computer-aided 
manufacturing, hazardous waste treatment and studies in metal 
fatigue and product reliability. 

How the relationship between businesses and research 
facilities at University Center will work has been outlined by the 
University's Northern Virginia Campus Planning Office. The 
following areas are among the examples cited. 

Product development — An agency, or business, may fund a 
free-standing "company" for a fixed period of time 
after which the company would become profitable. The 
company would work with University resources to develop 
a product, or products, and the company would share 
ownership with the University. 

Major research — An Institute could be formed to deal with 
a major research opportunity. Research would be 
carried out by a company at University facilities and 
academic programs could be created to educate "research 
scholars." 

Contracting — Private companies could contract with the 

University to perform certain research tasks, or to use 
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University personnel in support roles. The company 
does not have to hire additional personnel and 
therefore realizes substantial cost savings. 

The project was conceived in 1985 when Robert H. Smith, 
president of The Smith Companies, expressed an interest in 
creating a research park which would attract businesses wishing to 
locate in Loudoun County and establish a relationship with The 
George Washington University. Smith, a member of the University's 
board of trustees, offered to convey 50 acres on the "North Bles 
Farm" to create a suburban graduate campus to complement the 
University's urban Washington, D.C. location. 

Besides the original 50 acres, and the option to acquire an 
additional 79 acres, the University will receive 20 percent of the 
net revenues from the project. These funds will be used for 
construction on and improvements to the Northern Virginia Campus.

STRESS IN THE PRESS AT THE SUMMIT 

How does the working media define stress? 

"Long hours interrupted by minutes of panic." 

"The fear of being scooped by the New York Times." 

"Having too many locations to cover." 

Dramatic news photos, gripping stories and the cool, on-air 
aplomb of a TV or radio journalist may be the results, but the 
daily reality of journalism is stress created by hours of boredom 
and moments of bedlam, people in the profession say. To combat 
press stress, reporters rely upon everything from "beta blocking 
pills" to their innate "ability to do without sleep." 

A birdseye glimpse of the media at work was captured in an 
informal survey of summit media at The George Washington 
University, site of the international media center for the May 
1990 Bush-Gorbachev Summit.

Long hours of deadtime interrupted by fast-breaking 
deadlines was cited as the number one stressor by 34 percent of 
the respondents. Stiff competition, editor expectations and 
coverage demands were the second highest stressors cited (26 
percent.) 

Most of the journalists — 66 percent — used what Nashman 
calls "the 4C's" to cope: colleague congeniality (friendships), 
job commitment, viewing change as a challenge and psychological 
control. 

And what, for example, did they view as job commitment? 

"Realizing we are a part of, and recording, history," said 
one journalist. "Working like your job depended on it, because 
it does," added another. 

A profile of the 58 respondents showed that most were 
veterans with a minimum of six years of experience. Five had 26 
to 30 years of experience. Television and newspaper journalists 
led the number of respondents, along with 32 people who had 
covered one or two prior summits. Eleven had covered five or 
more summits. 

The majority, 34, hailed from the United States, and 
Japanese journalists represented the next largest group with five 
respondents. Other nations responding included the Soviet 
Union, Greece, Canada, France and the United Kingdom.

Dramatic news photos, gripping stories and the cool, on-air 
aplomb of a TV or radio journalist may be the results, but the 
daily reality of journalism is stress created by hours of boredom 
and moments of bedlam, people in the profession say.

GW BREAKS GROUND AT UNIVERSITY CENTER 

The George Washington University officially arrived in 
Loudoun County, Va., last week with a groundbreaking ceremony for 
the first classroom and laboratory building of the University's 
new Northern Virginia Campus and research center. GW's Northern 
Virginia Campus will be the focal point of University Center, a 
new corporate community being developed in Loudoun County by the 
Charles E. Smith Companies with GW. 

More than 200 business, political, education and community 
leaders attended the June 22 ceremony. GW President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg hailed the new graduate and research campus as an 
important step in forging links between higher education and the 
surrounding community. 

"Thirty or 40 years ago, the idea that an academic campus 
could be so interwoven with the needs of the business world and 
the greater community might have been greeted with actual

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horror," he said. "But, in the America of 1990, the same idea 
not only makes good sense, but perfect sense." 

Speakers addressing guests assembled for the ceremony noted 
the far-reaching benefits of the campus and the University Center 
project. Virginia Secretary of Education James W. Dyke Jr. said, 
"We are very pleased to have you in this location not only 
because it adds to our higher education community but also 
because of what it means to the locality here." University 
Center is expected to bring approximately 25,000 new jobs and an 
additional $6 million per year in tax revenue to the area. 

Ann B. Kavanagh, member of the Loudoun County Board of 
Supervisors, said, "Today we mark the beginning of a carefully 
planned urban center which we hope will be in keeping with the 
County's proposed urban vision in scope, design and in 
character. And, we hope this carefully planned center will serve 
as a benchmark of quality for other projects in Loudoun County." 

Ernest A. Gerardi Jr., executive vice president of The 
Charles E. Smith Companies, noted that "University Center, with 
George Washington University and private research and development 
facilities, will attract and help sustain industries on the 
cutting edge of technology in our ever increasingly competitive 
world." 

Nancy Broyhill, representing the GW Board of Trustees, 
concluded that "with the fabulous growth in employment, 
population, commerce and technology throughout Northern Virginia, 
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but especially in this corridor, there just couldn't be a more 
auspicious time for the beginning of this unique partnership 
between GW, private industry, and my fellow citizens of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia." 

The partnership between the public and private sectors was 
the recurring theme stressed by each of the speakers. 

GW's building is one of the first facilities to be 
constructed in University Center. The building, a 73,000-square 
foot structure designed by the architectural firm of Keyes Condon 
Florance, will be divided roughly into 40 percent for classrooms, 
40 percent for research laboratories and 20 percent for the 
library and faculty and administrative offices.

David P. Niles, an adjunct professor of counseling at The 
George Washington University, is deputy chair of the PTSD and 
Substance Abuse Committee of the Vietnam Veterans of America. 

According to Niles, PTSD is "a normal reaction by human 
beings to abnormal life events that are outside the range of 
normal human existence such as rape, molestation, car accidents 
and, of course, war. It is not a mental illness or personality 
disorder." 
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Last year, Niles surveyed 244 Vietnam veterans now on 
active duty as Army colonels and lieutenant colonels at the 
Pentagon to examine the relationship between combat experience, 
PTSD and alcohol abuse. He found that approximately 20 percent 
of those studied had PTSD symptoms, while another 18 percent 
abused alcohol, a common method of staving off PTSD symptoms. 
Niles believes the PTSD and alcohol abuse figures could go as 
high as 25 or 30 percent. 

"In many cases, psycholgoical conditions of traumatic combat 
events do not subside over time," explains Niles. "While some 
PTSD sufferers can function well during service, life-changing 
events, such as retirement from the military service, can bring 
out PTSD." But, more importantly for military security and 
active duty veterans, Niles questions the competency of the 
soldiers during a crisis. 

Niles conducts nationwide mental health workshops on victims 
of trauma and the effects of PTSD on Vietnam veterans and their 
families. He received a M.A. in public administration from 
Western Kentucky University in 1974 and a combined M.A./Ed.D. 
degree in counseling/human development from GW in 1988.

GW PROFESSOR'S NEW BOOK DEBATES 
THE MYTH OF AMERICA'S DECLINE 

America's power has declined since 1945. Yet as recent 
events in Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union indicate, 

America's democratic purposes are more widely emulated in the 
world today than ever before says Henry Nau, professor of 
international affairs at The George Washington University. 

In his latest book published by Oxford University Press, The 
Myth of America's Decline: Leading the World Economy into the 
1990s, Nau challenges cynics who focus mainly on the rise and 
fall of material power and wealth as the primary indicator of 
global influence. He argues that America's position in the world 
depends on how the United States defines its national purposes 
and how efficient its economic policies are in harnessing its 
material resources to these purposes. 

According to Nau, during the 1980s economic growth and 
employment in the U.S. reached levels that rivaled the boom years 
of postwar prosperity from 1947-1967. He shows how America, in 
recent years, has projected a more self-confident political 
identity and has influenced an unprecedented trend in the

communist world toward freer political institutions. Nau 
concludes that future American economic policy choices, 
especially the need to reduce the budget deficit, still hold the 
key to preserving and enhancing the considerable power that the 
United States wields. 

Commenting on the book, former Secretary of State George 
Shultz says of Nau, a former senior level National Security 
Council (NSC) member, "Henry Nau applied ideas to policy with 
effectiveness while in office and he does so again in this 
important book. 

"The theorists of American decline need to be challenged, 
and he does so," Shultz continued. "But the advocates of 
American engagement need to see that they have their work cut out 
for them and what the work is. He does this too — well and 
clearly." 

Nau is associate dean and professor of political science 
and international affairs at GW's Elliott School of International 
Affairs. He served in the State Department from 1975-77. At the 
NSC, from 1981-83, he was responsible for international affairs 
and coordinating policy preparations for four economic summits. 
Nau also is co-director of the U.S.-Japan Economic Agenda, a 
joint research and public policy forum of the Elliott School and 
the Carnegie Council on Ethics and International Affairs in New 
York City.

GW ADOPTS 5TH-YEAR GRADUATE TEACHER TRAINING PROGRAMS 

WASHINGTON, DC — Major reforms in teacher training are 
underway at The George Washington University School of Education 
and Human Development (SEHD) to help deliver a corps of well- 
trained educators to the nation's classrooms, University 
officials have announced. By September 1991, SEHD will offer 
only fifth-year graduate study programs in elementary and 
secondary education. 

"The George Washington University intends to develop a 
model program that will be groundbreaking in both its admission 
criteria and design," says University President Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg. "We are dedicated to producing national education 
leaders who will have the skills to move the American educational 
system boldly into the future." 

The University has formed a task force, composed of local 
and national leaders in teacher education, to conduct an 
extensive review of the current teacher preparation curriculum. 
The task force also will solicit and gather recommendations from 
students, faculty, professional educators, researchers and

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public officials on how the new programs should be designed; 
oversee their restructuring; and conduct regular evaluations as 
students progress through the programs. 

According to Leo Leonard, dean of SEHD, the new teacher 
training programs will be "research-based, performance-driven and 
committed to producing teachers well prepared for an increasingly 
multi-ethnic and pluralistic society." 

Admission criteria to the programs will be demonstrably 
strengthened, Leonard notes. New requirements will include 
proficiency in a foreign language; undergraduate courses in 
chemistry, physics, linguistics, philosophy and mathematics; a 
grade point average of 3.0 in the undergraduate major field of 
study; and evidence of computer literacy. Entrance exams testing 
leadership and problem solving skills as well as scores from the 
Miller's Analogies and/or Graduate Record Examination (GRE) will 
be required of applicants. 

Qualified liberal arts graduates from GW's Columbian College 
can compete for special half-tuition scholarships to pursue the 
new master's of education degree. Candidates from other 
institutions, as well as District of Columbia residents, also 
will be eligible for scholarship assistance. The new programs 
will be operated by SEHD's Department of Teacher Preparation and 
Special Education. 
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Presently, there are approximately 60 undergraduate students 
and 250 graduate students in the secondary and elementary 
education programs at GW. These students will continue in their 
current programs, and where appropriate, be incorporated into the 
newly restructured classes. Projected enrollment for the new 
graduate-level teacher training programs is about 300 students.

WASHINGTON, DC — A group of middle school science teachers 
are returning to school to learn how to make science and 
technology exciting. The George Washington University has joined 
Bell Atlantic and the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science (AAAS) in hosting the two-week Bell Atlantic-AAAS 
Institute for Middle School Science and Technology Teachers. 
Classes begin today. 

Forty-five teachers from Delaware, the District of Columbia, 
Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia 
will live on campus while participating in the institute. A 
primary aim of the institute was to attract teachers with a high 
percentage of minority students in their classrooms. 

"We- have not been - doing - very- well at—keeping middle school 
students interested in science," says Mary Louise Ortenzo, GW's 
coordinator of the institute and School of Education and Human 
Development faculty member. "The way to change this is by making 
science and technology applicable to the students' own lives. 

The teachers who attend the Bell Atlantic-AAAS Institute will be 
in a better position to do just that."

The teachers will complete a graduate course on 
communications and information technologies that explores 
weather, fiber optics, remote sensing, robotics, video-disc 
technology and computer science. In addition, they will develop 
instructional materials for their own classrooms. 

Faculty members of GW's School of Education and Human 
Development (SEHD) and the School of Engineering and Applied 
Science (SEAS) will serve as instructors. 

Upon completion of the course, Bell Atlantic and AAAS will 
provide each teacher with a grant to purchase equipment, 
software and laboratory supplies for their classrooms. Follow-up 
will be provided by a local AAAS scientist or engineer who will 
be paired with a teacher to serve as a consultant throughout the 
year. Institute teachers also will serve as mentors to new 
science teachers and give workshops in their region. 

Established last year by AAAS, the institute is supported by 
a three-year, $750,000 grant from the Bell Atlantic Charitable 
Foundation. Formed in 1848, AAAS is the country's leading 
general scientific organization with more than 132,000 individual 
members and 300 affiliated societies.
